Many  thanks  to  the  writers  of  the  ex¬ 
tremely  informative  “Why  They  Had  to 
Go:  Statement  on  The  Fall  of  The  Pioneer 
Statues”  (EW,  6/25).  I  moved  to  the  Eu¬ 
gene  area  in  2013  from  out  of  state,  and 
like  most  Americans  had  been  taught 
the  white-washed  (pun  intended)  ver¬ 
sion  of  hard-working  pioneers  settling 
the  Western  territories. 

I  did  not  know  the  1919  dedication 
ceremony  for  The  Pioneer  had  extolled 
the  “conquest  of  the  'Anglo-Saxon  race5 
over  savage  Indians55  in  the  context  of 
the  eugenics  movement.  Only  after  mov¬ 
ing  here  did  I  learn  of  Oregon's  laws  de¬ 
signed  to  keep  Black  and  Brown  people 
out  and  not  mixing  with  Whites. 

The  continuing  resistance  to  taking 
the  statues  off  their  pedestals  and  plain¬ 
ly  explaining  their  racist  significance 
speaks  volumes.  As  Black  Lives  Matter 
activists  keep  reminding  us,  we  have  a 
long  way  to  go  in  dismantling  this  coun¬ 
try's  institutionalized  racism.  It's  time  to 
buck  up  for  the  long  haul.

A  great  example  of  institutional  rac¬ 
ism  is  exclusionary  zoning,  something 
very  relevant  to  Eugene.

poor  Black  people  out  of  certain  neigh¬ 
borhoods.  America  is  more  segregated 
now  than  it  has  ever  been.  This  division  of 
cities  between  poor  communities  and  af¬ 
fluent  ones  also  plays  a  part  in  why  Black 
people  have  been  disproportionately 
affected  by  coronavirus,  food  deserts 
and  a  lack  of  basic  medical  services  are 
hell  on  the  immune  system.  And  that's 
not  evening  mentioning  the  quality  of 
schools  or  democratic  representation  or 
fucking  clean  drinking  water. 

If  you  look  up  Eugene's  zoning  map,  all 
the  high  density  housing  is  out  Highway 
99  or  River  Road,  literally  outside  of  Eu¬ 
gene's  urban  growth  boundary.  Maybe 
the  city  of  Eugene  should  reconsider  this 
racist  policy?

THIS  ALL  HAS  A  HISTORY 

A  refresher  in  African  American  his¬ 
tory  is  in  order. 

Kidnapped  Africans  were  first 
brought  as  slaves  to  the  future  USA  in 


1565,  at  St.  Augustine,  now  in  Florida. 
Three  centuries  later,  Lincoln’s  Emanci¬ 
pation  Proclamation  freed  slaves  solely 
in  the  treasonous  Confederacy;  slavery 
in  the  USA  was  only  constitutionally  out¬ 
lawed  by  the  13th  Amendment,  the  first 
of  the  three  Reconstruction  Amend¬ 
ments. 

Then  the  14th  Amendment  gave  the 
newly  freed  slaves  citizenship;  it  also  pe¬ 
nalized  any  state  that  barred  their  voting 
by  reducing  its  Congressional  represen¬ 
tation,  a  never-enforced  provision.  The 
15th  Amendment  gave  the  former  slaves 
the  right  to  vote. 

To  gain  the  Presidency  in  1876,  Re¬ 
publicans  agreed  to  end  Reconstruc¬ 
tion.  Economic,  political,  social  and  edu¬ 
cational  progress  by  southern  African 
Americans  ended  in  a  wave  of  terror.  The 
former  slaves  were  returned  to  the  near¬ 
slavery  of  peonage  and  sharecropping. 

The  white  South  enforced  this  state 
of  affairs  with  lynchings  and  even  massa¬ 
cres;  for  instance  in  Wilmington,  North 
Carolina  in  1898;  in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  in 
1921.  Police  bigotry  brings  racial  violence 
even  to  the  present  day. 

Throughout,  Black  people  have  suf¬ 
fered  from  affirmative  action  for  white 
people:  limited  access  to  education, 
jobs,  housing,  health  care,  even  grocery 
stores;  and  to  home  ownership  loans,  the 
white  American  middle-class  source  of 
wealth  accumulation.

TREAT  CAUSES  OF  RACISM 

Police  brutality  is  at  one  end  of  the 
school-to-prison  pipeline.  Schools  are 
at  the  beginning  of  it.  If  we  are  serious 
about  doubling  down  against  institution¬ 
al  racism,  we  need  to  look  at  all  the  ways 
our  educational  institutions  are  built 
upon  colonization  and  white  supremacy. 

This  goes  deeper  than  checking  in  on 
how  everyone  is  feeling.  We  as  a  district 
have  established  that  racial  disparity 
exists  in  our  public  school  system  by  ex¬ 
amining  data:  graduation  rates,  rates  of 
participation  in  advanced  classes,  rates 
of  suspension  and  other  disciplinary 
acts,  and  grading.  We  have  displayed  this 
data  to  our  staff  alongside  basic  profes¬ 
sional  development  around  implicit  bias. 
We  have  also  worked  harder  to  hire  more 
teachers  and  staff  of  color.  All  of  this  is 
good  and  important  work,  but  these  are 
examples  of  ways  to  address  the  effects 
of  institutional  racism.  They  do  nothing 
to  change  the  institution. 

One  tangible  way  that  I  feel  Eugene 
School  District  4J  has  recently  doubled 
down  on  the  side  of  oppression  is  by 
heightening  a  militaristic  and  centralized 
system  of  surveillance  and  enforcement. 
Security  cameras  with  the  ability  to  trace 
a  person's  movements  throughout  the 
school  and  that  are  monitored  in  a  cen¬ 
tral  district  office  do  not  make  students 
who  are  at  risk  safer.  We  know  that,  with¬

CHANGING  THE  UNDERLYING  RACISM 

afe”  at  home,  I’ve  been  watching  a  pandemic,  wrapped  in  a 
depression,  with  tales  told  by  an  idiot  genius,  hoping  things 
will  return  to  a  new  normal. 

Except  the  old  normal  wasn’t  or  isn’t  so  great  for  a  lot  of  people. 
To  be  sure,  this  isn’t  the  first  pandemic  to  strike  this  continent. 
The  common  cold,  flu,  syphilis,  gonorrhea,  smallpox,  devastated 
Indigenous  populations. 

Healthy  doses  of  the  memes  justifying  colonialism,  and  white  supremacist  Manifest 
Destiny,  accompanied  the  germs,  and  helped  establishing  endemic  underlying  conditions 
of  a  new  normal.  Intersectional  discrimination  became  the  new  normal.  Primary  symptom 
of  this  infection  is  an  inability  to  remember  what  came  before,  especially  that  which  you 
are  doomed  to  repeat. 

Recalling  the  ’92  Rebellion  in  Los  Angeles  (riots  are  spontaneous,  rebellions  are  planned), 
two-thirds  of  the  arrestees  were  not  Black.  Meaning,  more  people  are  suffering  American 
inequities  than  Black  people,  though  we  are  a  sort  of  very  visible  indicator  species.  What 
was  once  done  to  us  because  of  race  is  now  being  done  to  others  for  the  money.  Dogs  and 
firehoses  in  the  ’50s  turn  to  peppergas,  bean  bag  rounds  and  drone  surveillance  in  the 
21st  century. 

Even  in  Eugene,  where  the  white  anarchists,  white  supremacists,  white  vandals  outnumber 
the  BIPOC  peaceful  protesters,  that  seems  to  reflect  a  national  trend. 

What  happened  to  Rodney  King  was  a  well  known,  commonplace  experience  in 
communities  of  color.  So,  nobody  believes  us,  until  a  white  man  video  tapes  the  beating? 

Still  the  cops  are  acquitted,  because  “Strange  Fruit”  is  always  in  season,  not  just  in  the 
South.  Training  officer  Derek  Chauvin,  even  while  being  videotaped  using  a  known  kill 
move  on  a  suspected  fake  $20  bill  passer,  didn’t  feel  there  were  going  to  be  any  negative 
consequences  for  his  actions,  even  lying  on  his  report  of  the  incident.  He  was  setting 
an  example  for  the  cops  of  color,  witnessing  George  Floyd’s  death:  This  is  the  expected 
behavior  because  the  only  color  you  need  to  see  is  blue. 

While  I  am  heartened  by  the  condemnation  by  the  law  enforcement  and  legal  community, 
I  am  sobered  by  my  long  career  as  a  mandatory  reporter.  How  do  you  abolish  the  police,  and 
still  provide  protection  for  kids  facing  sex  slavery,  child  abuse  and  other  common  horrors? 

I’m  not  aware  of  any  civilization  reaching  our  level  of  urban  complexity  that  hasn’t  had 
somebody  enforcing  the  behavioral  norms  of  society,  especially  when  those  norms  were 
unjust. 

When  it  was  the  law  that  it  was  illegal  for  people  of  color  to  be  on  Eugene  streets  after 
dark,  because  it  was  also  illegal  for  them  to  live  within  the  city  limits,  I’m  sure  the  cops, 
sheriffs,  banks,  chamber  of  commerce  and  many  citizens  enforced  those  behavioral 
and  legal  norms.  The  resulting  low  ethnic  minorities  in  the  city,  state  and  county  was  an 
intentional  feature  of  the  permanence  of  racism.  So  breaking  the  windows  of  businesses 
does  nothing  to  dissolve  the  bedrock  of  systemic  discrimination. 

Renaming  Deady  Hall,  by  itself,  does  nothing  to  the  curriculum  taught  inside  those  walls 
nor  racist  attitudes  of  math  teachers.  No  more  than  tearing  down  the  Pioneer  statuary 
changes  neither  the  urbane,  nor  the  bucolic  expressions  and  manifestations  of  institutional 
racism  within  the  university,  or  the  city,  county  and  state  within  which  it  resides. 

It’s  progress  to  switch  the  name  of  a  dorm,  from  Eugene  Klan  #3  Exalted  Cyclops 
Frederick  Dunn,  to  Black  Architect  DeNorval  Unthank,  and  I  supported  that. 

But  Dee’s  future  wife  had  a  cross  burned  in  front  of  her  sorority  and  was  ejected  from 
that  sorority  because  she  was  dating  a  Black  man.  Her  ejection  was  supported  by  a  woman 
whose  family  name  graces  another  prominent  building  at  the  University  of  Oregon. 

I  wish  the  Math  Department  in  Deady  Hall  could  find  away  to  mathematically  measure, 
therefore  predict,  the  degree  of  racist  meme  infection,  a  sort  of  memetic  viral  load,  to  assess 
the  degree  of  feverish  delusional  supremacy  someone  labors  under.  Apply  quarantine, 
isolation,  social  distancing,  before  they  infect  others  with  their  deadly  strain. 

Perhaps  they  could  partner  with  the  Psychology  Department,  which  could  be  part 
of  the  movement  within  that  field  to  declare  how  racism  might  affect  and  infect  people 
emotionally  and  psychologically:  ethnic  identity  dysphoria.  Devise  at  least  a  talking  cure. 

The  utility  of  such  mathematical  precision  and  psychological  healing  could  be  useful 
to  prevent  needless  injury  and  death.  What  strain  of  racist  meme  infected  Dylan  Roof  to 
commit  racist  mass  murder  in  a  church,  and  then  have  the  arresting  officers  take  him  to 
Burger  King  on  the  way  to  jail? 

What  strain  prevented  officers  from  simply  taking  a  drunk  Black  man  home,  to  sleep 
it  off,  rather  than  illegally  shooting  him  in  the  back  when  he  ran  away,  still  drunk,  in  fear, 
apparently  justifiably  so?  What  anti-racist  vaccine  can  increase  our  common  humanity, 
and  compassion,  and  help  reduce  the  impact  of  the  disasters  we  find  ourselves  in.  I  think 
I  remember  the  cure.  ■

Security  cameras  and  centralized  police 
forces  are  designed  to  favor  whiteness, 
to  protect  whiteness  and  to  make  white 
people  feel  safe.  Institutionally,  this  is  a 
change  we  can  make  as  a  district  to  de¬ 
colonize  our  schools  today.

her  children  play,  and  it  isn’t  safe  during  the  pandemic. 

“Pat  Hadley  is  somebody  who  really  deserves  a 
modicum  of  stability,”  Zinke  says.  “And  all  we're  even 
offering  her  is  'You  won't  have  to  move,’  but  now  she'll 
have  to  move  and  it's  deeply  destabilizing  her  life.” 

Zinke  ran  for  mayor  in 2020  on  a  campaign  built  around 
helping  the  unhoused.  In  2018,  she  sent  an  email  to  Mayor 
Lucy  Vinis  attempting  to  bring  awareness  to  the  unsanitary 
conditions  of  sanctioned  homeless  camps  in  Eugene. 

In  the  response,  Vinis  reminded  Zinke  that  she  could 
allow  a  camper  to  stay  on  her  property,  so  long  as  they 
have  access  to  a  toilet  —  either  the  one  in  her  house  or 
aport-o-potty. 

Zinke  and  Haschemeyer  don’t  feel  comfortable  allowing 
the  campers  to  use  their  house  bathroom  during  a  global 
pandemic,  and  they’ve  already  paid  to  get  larger  trash 
cans,  something  the  city  hasn’t  offered  to  reimburse. 
The  city  has  made  no  offer  to  help  with  a  port-o-potty, 
and  both  Zinke  and  Haschemeyer  say  all  they  want  is  to 
work  with  the  city  to  make  sure  these  people  are  taken 
care  of.  But  they’ve  received  no  help. 

“It  shouldn't  be  that  hard  to  entice  people  away  from 
a  curbside  where  they  get  nothing  but  a  thin  line  of 
electricity,”  Zinke  says.  “We're  happy  to  work  with  them 
to  accommodate  in  ways  that  do  meet  the  codes  here.  If 
they  want  them  behind  the  fence,  then  port-o-potties  is 
probably  all  it  would  take.  But  they  aren’t  offering  that. 
They  aren’t  offering  anything.” 

After  a  month  of  emails  and  extensions,  Zinke  and 
Haschemeyer  fear  the  end  is  near.  Community  members 
have  offered  to  raise  money  to  fight  the  fines,  but  Zinke  is 
reluctant  to  accept.  She’s  too  uncertain  about  the  future. 

“I  think  the  truth  is  that  the  city  will  win,”  Zinke  says. 
“We  can't  take  a  risk  with  fines.  We  can't  even  interpret 
what  the  fines  would  be  the  first  week.  If  it’s  $2,000  a  day, 
in  just  a  matter  of  months,  we'd  be  over  the  value  of  the 
house.  We  would  lose  our  property.” 

Although  Hadley  might  be  forced  to  move  in  under 
a  week,  she  has  no  real  idea  where  she’ll  go  yet.  But  she 
isn’t  asking  for  much. 

“Ideally  I  want  a  little  cottage  somewhere,  a  place  no 
one  can  bug  me,”  Hadley  says.  “I  want  a  space.  A  house. 
A  small  little  studio  maybe.”  ■ 
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Since  April,  75-year-old  Pat  Hadley  has 
been  living  in  a  tent  on  a  planting  strip 
between  busy  W.  11th  Avenue  and  the  home 
of  a  sympathetic  Eugene  family.  You  may 
recognize  the  house  as  the  one  that  used 
to  have  a  gigantic,  hand-painted  Bernie 
Sanders  sign  out  front. 

The  occupants,  Zondie  Zinke,  Otis  Haschemeyer 
and  their  two  daughters,  say  they’ve  allowed  Hadley  and 
one  other  camper,  outspoken  homeless  advocate  Eric 
Jackson,  a  safe  place  to  pitch  their  tents  because  of  the 
city’s  inability  to  provide  adequate  housing  options  for 
the  growing  homeless  population. 

“We're  not  really  looking  to  make  a  statement,”  Zinke 
says.  “We're  actuallyjust  responding  to  two  human  beings 
who  clearly  need  a  break.  That's  it.” 

Jackson,  who’s  remained  a  polarizing  figure  in  Eugene’s 
homeless  community  since  2017,  helps  take  care  of  Hadley 
and  keep  things  tidy.  Zinke  and  Haschemeyer  run  aline 
of  power  out  to  the  campers'  tents  so  they  can  charge 
their  phones,  and  a  number  of  the  neighbors  help  to  keep 
them  stocked  with  books  and  food. 

However,  the  city  says  the  camp  isn’t  legal. 
According  to  city  code,  permitted  overnight  sleeping 
can  only  happen  in  the  backyard,  with  reasonable 
bathroom  and  garbage  accommodation.  On  June  2, 
Zinke  and  Haschemeyer  received  a  letter  from  the  city 
of  Eugene’s  Code  Compliance  Services  that  said  they’ve 
gotten  multiple  complaints  about  the  campers  in  front 
of  their  home. 

The  letter  stated  that  if  they  didn’t  clear  the  tents 
within  a  week  —  and  ask  Hadley  and  Jackson  to  leave  — 
they’d  be  subjected  to  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  a  day. 

Zinke  and  Haschemeyer  say  they  don’t  feel  comfortable 
telling  the  campers  to  leave  when  there’s  nowhere  else  for 
them  to  go.  They  say  the  only  places  the  city  allows  the 
unhoused  to  camp  are  removed  from  downtown  —  and 
away  from  resources  that  help  them  survive. 

“It’s  a  moral  argument,”  Haschemeyer  says.  “I  think 
it’s  immoral  for  me  to  push  people  off  my  property  who 
are  living  safely  and  push  them  back  into  the  public  realm 
during  a  pandemic.  We’re  not  even  offering  them  much. 
Just  a  place  to  camp.” 


After  a  month  of  email  correspondence  with  the 
city’s  Building  and  Permit  Services,  the  city  gave  a  final 
notice  July  2,  saying  that  despite  several  extensions  to 
either  move  or  clear  the  camp,  it’s  only  continued  to  grow 
bigger.  If  it’s  not  cleaned  up  by  July  8,  the  home  owners 
will  be  subjected  to  fines.  The  city  notes  that  the  family 
can  appeal  —  but  it’ll  cost  $250. 

It’s  a  Full  Time  Job  Being  Poor 

Hadley  was  born  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  to 
a  single  mother  who  worked  in  a  factory  for  minimum 
wage.  She  was  poor  and  began  working  directly  out  of 
high  school.  Hadley  says  she’s  done  all  types  of  work  — 
including  even  writing  for  an  old  alt-weekly  in  Seattle 
called  Northwest  Passage  at  one  point  —  but  mostly 
she  ran  printing  presses  in  Oregon  and  Massachusetts, 
before  deciding  to  return  to  school. 

“I  didn’t  go  to  college  until  I  was  46,”  Hadley  says.  “I 
consider  myself  a  blue  collar  broad.” 

Hadley  has  a  dry  sense  of  humor  that  Zinke  says 
entertains  her  whole  block.  Their  daughters,  ages  11 
and  nine,  have  grown  fond  of  Hadley,  referring  to  her 
temporary  shelter  as  a  “sleepover,”  while  Hadley  cracks 
jokes  from  her  tent. 

“It’s  a  full  time  job  being  poor,”  Hadley  says.  “The 
only  reason  anybody  is  rich  is  because  they  don’t  wanna 
work  hard  like  me.” 

Hadley  says  she  went  to  the  University  of  Oregon  for 
a  master’s  degree  in  public  administration,  but  never 
graduated. 

She  says  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  had  helped  her  find  low- 
income  housing  in  2016,  but  that  she  had  been  evicted 
shortly  after  for  allowing  her  granddaughter  to  stay  with 
her  without  passing  a  background  check.  She’s  been 
homeless  ever  since. 

“I’m  not  a  drug  addict.  I’m  not  an  alcoholic.  I  worked 
for  over  50  years  and  my  Social  Security  is  $550  a  month,” 
Hadley  says.  “For  this  to  happen  at  this  point  in  my  life, 
I  was  stunned.” 

According  to  the  city,  for  Zinke  to  let  Hadley,  or 
anybody,  camp  on  her  property,  they  would  need  to 
be  in  the  backyard,  or  behind  a  fence,  and  have  access 
to  bathroom  facilities  and  garbage  pickup.  Zinke  says 
that  the  backyard  isn’t  an  option  because  that’s  where

Sarah  Williams 

When  she  was  three  years  old,  growing  up  in  Chicago, 
Sarah  Williams  and  her  three  sisters  were  taken  from 
their  mother,  an  addict  with  drug-induced  schizophrenia, 
and  placed  in  foster  care.  “My  foster  mom  had  eight 
foster  kids,”  she  says,  “plus  her  own  nine  grandkids.” 
Pregnant  at  age  16,  Sarah  dropped  out  of  high  school  to 
give  birth  to  a  son,  Lloyd.  She  married  his  father,  Lloyd 
Williams  Sr.,  a  year  later.  Their  second  child,  a  daughter, 
was  born  with  a  heart  condition  and  spent  most  of  her 
brief  five  months  of  life  in  a  hospital.  The  experience 
inspired  Williams  to  become  a  nurse.  After  the  birth  of 
two  more  children,  Gardenia  and  Jonathan,  the  Williams 
family  moved  to  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin,  where  Sarah 
resumed  her  education,  earning  a  GED,  a  certified  nursing 
assistant  and  a  licensed  practical  nurse  credential  in 
six  years.  In  Phoenix,  Arizona,  she  worked  in  a  cardiac 
unit  and  completed  an  associate  degree  in  nursing. 
She  and  Lloyd  Sr.,  along  with  Gardenia  and  Jonathan, 
arrived  in  Springfield,  Oregon,  in  2018  for  her  new  job 
in  the  intensive  care  unit  at  PeaceHealth  RiverBend.  "I 
wanted  to  do  more  for  the  homeless  and  the  mental 
health  community,"  she  says.  “A  coworker  told  me  about 
Western  Governors  University.”  Williams  began  an  online 
WGU  bachelor  of  science  in  nursing  program  in  March 
2019.  “I  finished  in  eight  months,”  she  notes,  “and  got  two 
awards  for  academic  excellence.”  She  was  invited  to  give 
a  commencement  address  at  a  regional  WGU  graduation 
ceremony  in  Dallas,  Texas,  in  February  of  this  year.  She 
is  currently  enrolled  in  an  online  program  from  Walden 
University  to  become  a  mental  health  nurse  practitioner. 
In  June,  she  transferred  from  the  ICU  to  the  emergency 
department  at  RiverBend.  “I  was  burned  out  from  day- 
to-day  bedside  nursing,”  she  admits.  “I'm  in  the  process 
of  writing  a  book  about  my  life  and  experiences.  A  friend 
suggested  the  name:  A  Rose  from  Concrete.  I'm  looking 
for  a  writing  coach  or  editor.” 
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Marching  for  Justice 

A  WEEKLY  ROUND-UP  OF  BLACK  LIVES  MATTER  PROTESTS, 

BAKE  SALES  AND  OTHER  EVENTS

n  the  days  leading  up  to  the  Fourth  of  July,  Black 
Lives  Matter  protesters  in  Eugene  returned 
to  the  streets  with  renewed  fervor.  Marchers 
demanded  justice  for  one  of  their  own,  boycotted 
and  protested  the  national  holiday  and  held  a 
bake  sale  to  raise  money  for  CAHOOTS. 

After  Isiah  Wagoner  was  hit  by  a  car,  fellow 
Black  Unity  organizers  took  a  few  days  off  to  regroup, 
according  to  a  Facebook  post  by  Clea  Ibrahim. 

Black  Lives  Matter  protesters  from  around  the 
community  gathered  in  front  of  the  Lane  County  Jail 
on  the  evening  of  July  1  to  show  solidarity  for  detainees 
in  the  middle  of  a  hunger  strike. 

While  at  the  jail,  protesters  also  advocated  for  justice 
for  Wagoner.  The  man  who  hit  him,  Travis  Waleri,  has  not 
been  charged  with  any  crimes  yet,  and  Eugene  police  say 
they  are  still  investigating  the  incident. 

As  the  night  went  on,  the  protest  grew  more  intense 
as  people  arrived  and  began  lighting  off  fireworks  and 
making  noise  outside  the  jail.  Some  protesters  tore  down 
a  fence  near  the  jail,  smashing  the  windshield  of  a  car  and 
spray  painting  “ACAB,”  meaning  “all  cops  are  bastards,” 
on  the  sign  out  front.  The  night  ended  with  a  burning  of 
the  American  flag  and  one  protester  arrested. 

The  next  day,  the  county  sheriff’s  department  labeled 
the  events  as  a  riot.  On  June  30,  Gov.  Kate  Brown  had 
signed  a  bill  that  bans  tear  gas,  except  in  situations  that 
police  declare  to  be  a  riot.  Law  enforcement  must  then 
announce  that  they  will  be  deploying  the  tear  gas  before 
doing  so.  While  tear  gas  was  not  used  at  the  jail,  deputies 
deployed  pepperballs,  according  to  the  sheriff’s  office. 

On  Friday,  July  3,  Black  Unity  held  a  protest  called 
“The  truth  behind  the  flag.  Justice  for  Isiah.”  At  the 
march,  organizers  demanded  justice  for  Wagoner  and 
spoke  about  how  the  American  flag  and  the  Fourth  of 
July  represent  freedom  and  independence  for  white 
people,  but  symbolize  oppression  for  Black,  Indigenous 
and  people  of  color. 

The  protest  started  near  the  tennis  courts  at 
Westmoreland  Park  near  21st  Avenue  and  Polk  Street. 
At  about  7  pm,  around  200  people  milled  around  on 
the  grass.  An  organizer  blasted  the  hip  hop  track  “Fuck 
Donald  Trump,”  by  YG  and  Nipsey  Hussle  through  a 
portable  speaker. 

The  group  moved  southeast  from  there.  At  25th  and 
Friendly,  they  stopped  for  speeches  from  mothers  in  the 
Black  Unity  leadership  group. 

They  mourned  that  their  young  children  who  were 


at  the  children’s  protest  had  to  experience  such  violent 
racism,  so  early  in  their  lives.  Some  of  their  kids  saw 
Wagoner  get  hit  by  a  car,  which  had  an  American  flag 
bumper  sticker  on  it,  at  the  protest. 

“It  feels  like  a  real  slap  in  the  face  during  the  Fourth 
of  July.  You  see  all  these  big  ass,  big  daddy  trucks  with 
American  flags,”  Black  Unity  organizer  Kinaya  Haug 
said.  “After  something  like  that  happened,  it  feels  like 
a  real  slap  in  the  face,  especially  after  that  car  had  one 
on  its  bumper.” 

“Let’s  get  a  chant  for  all  of  our  Black  babies  out  there,” 
somebody  yelled.  “Our  children  matter!  Our  children 
matter,”  the  protesters  chanted. 

The  protesters  then  marched  up  to  29th  and  Chambers, 
where  they  sat  in  the  road  for  more  speeches.  Chants 
of  “Fuck  the  flag,  fuck  the  flag,”  turned  into  “Fuck  your 
flag!  Fuck  your  flag!” 

Organizer  Martin  Allums  spoke  about  his  feelings  on 
the  fourth  and  the  flag,  saying  that  it  didn’t  represent 
freedom  for  all,  but  instead,  the  freedom  for  white  people 
to  oppress  people  of  color. 

“When  we  say  fuck  the  flag,  we’re  saying  fuck  your 
independence,”  he  said.  “We  want  equality.  We  want  to 
be  included.” 

The  protesters  marched  north  down  Chambers 
stopping  at  18th  and  Chambers  and  blocking  the  busy 
intersection  for  more  speeches,  before  heading  back  to 
Westmoreland  Park.  The  protest  ended  at  around  10  pm. 

On  that  same  Friday,  community  organizers  held  a 
bake  sale  as  a  fundraiser  for  CAHOOTS,  and  100  percent 
of  the  proceeds  went  to  the  crisis  response  organization 
that  people  nationwide  are  looking  to  as  an  alternative 
to  policing. 

Looking  ahead,  The  BIPOC  Liberation  Collective  is 
hosting  an  anti-racism  and  anti-capitalist  march  at  Monroe 
Park  on  Friday,  July  10.  Protesters  are  planning  a  march 
in  Corvallis  on  Saturday  July  11.  On  July  12,  there  will  be 
a  vigil  for  Vanessa  Guillen,  a  20-year-old  Army  soldier 
and  person  of  color  who  was  killed  by  another  soldier  in 
Texas.  On  the  same  night  Black  Unity  will  be  hosting  a 
movie  at  Sladden  Park. 

Organizers  of  Black  Unity  are  also  collaborating  with 
Creative  Gallery  and  Hooper  Mentality  Foundation  for 
the  July  18  youth  event  “Speak  Up  and  Dribble,”  where 
marchers  will  dribble  and  play  basketball  while  moving 
through  the  streets  of  Eugene.  ■

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Grass  Danger 

INVASIVE  FOXTAILS  CAN  HURT  YOUR  DOG

The  first  morning  I  saw  it,  it  was  just  a 
red  patch  on  my  dog’s  paw  —  a  little 
puffy  and  oozing.  Probably  an  allergy,  I 
thought;  after  all,  late  June  is  still  grass 
pollen  season. 

It  was  grass,  but  the  problem  wasn’t 
the  pollen;  it  was  the  seeds.  By  the  end 
of  the  day,  half  of  Biggie’s  hind  leg 
was  swollen.  I  called  my  vet  and  she 
said  to  get  him  in  right  away  —  he 
probably  had  a  foxtail. 

Foxtails  are  a  weed  found  in 
the  Western  U.S.  and  around 
Oregon.  You  can  find  patches  of 
it  all  around  downtown  Eugene 
right  now,  coming  up  in  cracks  in 
the  sidewalk  and  in  the  overgrown 
yards  of  businesses  closed  for  the 
COVID-19  pandemic. 

Foxtails  are  dangerous  to  dogs  because  they  migrate 
through  their  bodies.  Biggie  had  to  have  his  surgically 
removed.  It  had  burrowed  its  way  inches  up  his  leg. 

“Like  fishhooks,”  says  Dr.  Eleanor  Teplin  of  South 
Willamette  Veterinary  Clinic  in  Creswell  of  the  barbed 
seeds,  also  known  as  awns.  “They  move  one  direction. 
Normally  the  body  can  push  things  out,  but  these  leave 


a  tract  that  can  make  the  problem  much  worse  because 
it  spreads  down  the  leg.” 

Teplin  removed  Biggie’s  foxtail  and  put  him  on  a  strong 
course  of  antibiotics.  She  sent  him  home  with  a  bandaged 
foot,  and  he  got  to  sport  the  cone  of  shame  for  a  couple 
days.  And  Biggie  got  off  lightly. 

Teplin  says  she’s  had  a  patient  with  one  in  his  ear  that 
pierced  the  eardrum  and  caused 
neurologic  issues.  Foxtails  have 
made  their  way  up  dogs’  noses, 
into  their  eyes  and  genitals  and 
as  far  as  their  lungs. 

“Most  need  to  be  surgically 
removed,”  Teplin  says.  And  the 
dogs  need  to  be  given  antibiotics 
and  anti-inflammatories. 

She  says  she  often  sees  them  in 
farm  dogs  and  working  dogs  such 
as  sheep  guardians  who  are  out  in 
the  fields.  Some  seasons,  she  says,  are  worse  than  others. 

You  can’t  prevent  foxtails,  but  you  can  check  your  dog’s 
paws,  skin  and  fur  if  they  have  been  out  in  the  grass  —  or  in 
Biggie’s  case,  walking  near  downtown. 

If  you  see  a  swelling  in  the  foot  or  see  your  dog  sneezing 
a  lot  or  shaking  his  head,  call  your  vet  right  away,  Teplin 
says.  ■

Wear  a  Mask 

LANE  COUNTY  CONTINUES  REOPENING  DESPITE  VIRUS  SURGE

ydia  McKee  is  concerned  about  going 
to  work.  McKee  is  a  23-year-old  Lane 
Community  College  student  who  works 
in  the  clothing  section  of  the  Gateway 
Target  in  Springfield. 

McKee  says  that  the  store  reported 
on  June  27  that  one  of  its  employees  had 
tested  positive  for  the  coronavirus.  That  employee’s  last 
work  day  before  quarantine?  Also  June  27. 

“A  lot  of  people  received  calls.  A  lot  of  people  did  not 
receive  calls,”  McKee  says  on  the  announcement. 

Though  it’s  easy  to  forget  these  days,  we’re  still  in  the 
midst  of  a  pandemic.  Nearly  500,000  people  have  been 
killed  by  the  novel  coronavirus  worldwide,  and  Oregon 
is  continuing  to  reopen  despite  reporting  new  records 
of  cases  almost  daily. 

Every  county  in  Oregon  has  entered  at  least  Phase 
One  in  reopenings,  and  reported  cases  across  the  state, 
especially  in  Multnomah,  Union  and  Lincoln,  have  surged. 
Lane  County,  which  typically  reported  no  cases  a  day 
just  before  it  entered  the  first  phase  of  reopening,  now 
reports  around  13  new  cases  daily. 

Despite  the  surge,  people  have  tried  to  make  masks 
a  political  issue  —  Gov.  Kate  Brown  ordered  people  in 
some  counties  to  wear  masks  in  public,  indoor  spaces  on 
June  12  but  did  not  extend  the  order  statewide  until  July 
1.  Meanwhile,  states  like  Texas  and  Arizona  have  rolled 
back  reopenings  after  seeing  record  cases,  and  Brown 


said  she  may  do  the  same  if  cases  continue  to  increase. 

According  to  data  provided  by  the  Occupational 
Safety  and  Health  Administration  (OSHA),  businesses 
in  the  Eugene-Springfield  area  have  had  496  COVID-19 
related  complaints  filed  against  them  by  employees  since 
March  13.  Some  businesses  and  organizations  have  had 
multiple  grievances  filed  against  them.  The  issues  listed 
in  the  complaints  range  from  businesses  not  requiring 
or  allowing  for  social  distancing,  management  allowing 
employees  to  come  into  work  while  sick  or  with  a  fever 
and  improper  sanitization  of  the  area. 

Target  never  made  masks  mandatory  for  customers 
to  enter  the  store,  and  now  that  it’s  a  legal  requirement 
—  punishable  as  a  Class  C  misdemeanor  —  employees 
are  still  not  allowed  to  ask  customers  why  they’re  not 
wearing  a  mask  or  to  request  that  they  put  one  on,  McKee 
says.  Instead,  they  are  supposed  to  ask  their  managers. 

The  Springfield  Target  directed  calls  for  comment 
to  its  corporate  press  office,  which  did  not  respond  to 
requests  for  comment. 

“It’s  HR  and  management’s  job  to  protect  the  workers,” 
McKee  says.  And  for  McKee’s  coworkers,  that  doesn’t 
mean  they  feel  safe,  she  says. 

“It’s  really  hard  for  people  to  speak  out  when  they’re 
afraid  of  losing  their  job,”  McKee  says.  While  she  says 
she  feels  comfortable  speaking  out  because  her  family 
can  support  her  —  though  not  without  some  financial 
strain  —  her  coworkers  may  not  be  so  lucky.  ■

In  a  normal  year,  July  is  the  month  that  Oregon 
nature  lovers  turn  their  energy  to  tending 
their  gardens  and  getting  ready  for  hiking 
deeper  into  the  mountains.  Sugar  snap 
peas  have  been  harvested  to  be  replaced 
by  pole  beans.  We  maintain  attention 
to  the  flower  beds  now  that  our 
favorites  have  settled  into  their 
pattern  of  blooming  until  the 
frosts  arrive  in  the  fall.  Annuals 
like  marigolds  and  zinnias  are 
getting  established,  while 
early  lilies  have  their  leaves 
withering  and  their  bulbs 
enter  summer  dormancy.

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Buying  a  car  is  one  of  the  more  significant 
transactions  that  the  average  American 
goes  through,  especially  if  the  purchase 
happens  at  a  dealership.  The  financial 
transaction  often  requires  a  sizable  down 
payment  and  a  financial  loan  from  a  bank 
or  credit  union. 

That  monthly  car  payment  is  usually  second  to  only 
rent  or  mortgage  payments.  According  to  a  report  from 
Autowise.com  based  on  data  from  credit  report  agencies 
and  financial  institutions,  the  average  monthly  payment 
for  a  used  car  in  Oregon  is  $305  and  for  a  new  car  $491. 
And  many  are  stuck  with  car  payments  for  years.  A  2017 
report  from  the  U.S.  Consumer  Bureau  shows  nearly  70 
percent  of  car  buyers  are  paying  off  car  loans  for  five  to 
seven  years. 

So  finding  a  trustworthy  place  to  buy  a  car  is  important. 
But  one  local  dealership,  Brad’s  Cottage  Grove 
Chevrolet,  is  the  subject  of  an  Oregon  Department  of 
Justice  investigation  over  its  use  of  mailers  to  bring  in 
potential  customers  thinking  they  may  have  won  a  prize 
at  the  dealership.  According  to  state  DOJ  interviews 
with  employees  in  2019,  one  employee  says  Brad’s  use  of 
misleading  mailers  to  attract  potential  customers  to  the 
dealership  were  “circus  antics.”  The  Oregon  DOJ  says 
it  cannot  comment  because  it  is  an  active  investigation. 

And  a  recent  lawsuit  filed  in  the  Lane  County  Circuit 
Court  as  well  as  a  complaint  with  the  Bureau  of  Labor  and 
Industries  (BOLI)  alleges  the  dealership’s  management 
has  retaliated  against  employees  when  they  have  raised 
awareness  about  check  forgery  and  forging  signatures 
on  documents. 

James  Gardner,  an  attorney  for  Brad’s,  tells  Eugene 
Weekly  that  the  dealership  is  cooperating  with  the  DOJ 
investigation  and  says  the  former  employee  who  filed  the 
lawsuit  is  “a  bad  actor.” 


Year”  bonus  because  he  had  sold  the  most  vehicles, 
which  came  with  a  pay  bonus,  according  to  his  complaint. 

On  Dec.  20,  2019,  he  met  with  dealership  owner 
Bradley  Cohen,  management  and  coworkers,  to  say  that 
forgery  had  been  occurring.  He  says  he  provided  multiple 
documents  to  prove  his  claim,  according  to  paperwork 
filed  in  the  Lane  County  Circuit  Court  against  Brad’s. 

Taylor  tells  EW  that  he  doesn’t  want  to  sound  like 
he’s  bashing  his  former  employer  because  for  the  nine 
months  he  was  there,  the  company  provided  him  and  his 
family  with  the  opportunity  to  make  a  reliable  paycheck. 
But  he  says  he  wanted  to  come  forward  to  the  dealership 
management  about  the  wrongdoing  that  was  happening 
to  avoid  yet  another  DOJ  investigation. 

At  first  creating  fake  paychecks  was  done  for  friends 
of  the  general  manager,  he  says. 

“There  were  a  lot  of  female  strippers  who  the  general 
manager  was  associated  with.  And  they  could  not  provide 
pay  stubs  for  proof  of  income,”  Taylor  says. 

Because  professions  like  exotic  dancing  generate  a  lot 
of  tips,  some  of  which  might  not  be  reported  as  income, 
the  dealership’s  management  created  fake  pay  stubs  to 
provide  the  bank  as  proof  of  income. 

When  that  was  working  fine,  Taylor  says  the  pay  stub 
forgery  then  expanded  to  include  unknowing  customers. 

Taylor  says  in  general  a  car  dealership  is  the  middleman 
that  has  access  to  all  aspects  of  a  sale:  It  can  see  the 
customer’s  paystubs,  as  well  as  whether  a  customer  can 
qualify  for  a  bank  loan.  So  the  bank  didn’t  know  the  pay 
stub  was  altered  and  neither  did  the  customer. 

A  result  of  forging  a  pay  stub  to  secure  a  bank  loan  is 
that  the  customer  can  be  stuck  with  a  high  car  payment 
that  could  end  in  repossession,  he  adds. 

EW  obtained  a  copy  of  a  real  paystub  and  one  allegedly 
falsified  by  Brad’s.  In  a  real  paystub  from  a  popular 


Oregon  fast  food  seafood  restaurant,  the  net  pay  shows 
$400.72  based  on  40  hours  of  work  with  $12.47  hourly  rate. 

In  the  faked  version,  the  employee  has  a  net  pay  of 
$790.58  at  78.64  hours  of  work  with  a  $13.25  hourly  rate. 

Taylor  isn’t  the  only  former  employee  who  came 
forward  about  management  demanding  staff  break  the 
law.  Although  the  person  denies  he  filed  the  complaint, 
a  complaint  sent  to  the  DOJ  in  2019  alleges  the  general 
manager  demanded  that  all  sales  staff  break  the  law  and 
lie  to  customers  by  fluffing  people’s  income  on  credit 
applications  to  help  secure  financing  as  well  as  lie  about 
interest  rates  and  how  much  customers  pay  for  cars. 

Gardner,  Brad’s  attorney,  says  Taylor  has  a  criminal 
history  and  a  motive  to  fabricate  documents.  He  adds 
that  the  dealership  had  reported  him  to  law  enforcement 
for  alleged  fraud.  Although  Taylor  had  criminal  charges 
in  2017,  Brad’s  still  hired  him  in  2019. 

On  Dec.  31,  Taylor’s  manager  told  him  he  would  not 
receive  the  “Salesperson  of  the  Year”  bonus.  According 
to  Taylor’s  BOLI  complaint  filed  Jan.  24,  a  few  days  later 
the  manager  decided  to  give  him  the  bonus  anyway,  which 
he  had  already  promised  to  Taylor’s  coworker. 

Taylor  alleges  he  learned  of  another  illegal  practice 
at  the  dealership:  The  manager  asked  him  to  sign  a 
cancellation  check.  He  says  a  cancellation  check  is  when 
a  customer  trades  in  a  car  that  has  life  on  the  warranty 
left;  the  customer  is  entitled  to  the  remaining  money. 

Taylor’s  manager  asked  him  to  forge  a  customer’s 
name  on  a  cancellation  check.  He  says  in  that  case,  the 
customer  owed  some  money  for  a  down  payment  for  a 
recent  car  purchase  and  the  cancellation  check  would 
be  applied  to  it. 

“I’ll  never  sign  anybody’s  name  other  than  mine. 
Whether  or  not  a  customer  says  it’s  OK,  it’s  a  crime,” 
he  says. 


Check  into  Cash 

Garrett  Taylor  has  worked  as  a  car  salesman  for  about 
12  years.  When  he  worked  for  Brad’s  in  2019,  he  says 
he  was  one  of  their  best  salesmen. 

“I  was  very  good  at  my  job  and  was  their 
No.  1  sales  guy,”  he  tells  EW.  “I  worked 
my  tail  off  for  that  company,  and 
as  I  perceived  it,  it  was  a 
good  company  with  the 
wrong  management 
leading  the  way.” 

EW  first  learned 
about  Taylor’s 
case  after  he  filed  a 
complaint  with  BOLI 
on  Feb.  3  and  reached 
out  to  his  lawyer. 

Taylor  was 
supposed  to  win  the 
“Salesperson  of  the 
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The  next  day,  Taylor  says,  he  was  locked  out  of  his 
computer  and  all  sales  leads  were  given  to  his  coworker. 
After  he  confronted  the  manager  about  being  locked  out, 
he  was  given  access  again.  But  all  of  his  emails  and  sales 
leads  were  still  erased,  he  alleges  in  the  BOLI  complaint. 

“That  is  information  that  I  need  to  do  my  job,  and  I 
cannot  sell  vehicles  without  leads,”  Taylor  writes  in  his 
BOLI  complaint.  Among  other  duties,  BOLI  protects 
employees  from  unlawful  discrimination,  retatliaion  and 
harrassment  at  the  workplace. 

Taylor  withdrew  his  BOLI  complaint  after  the  state 
agency  granted  him  a  right-to-sue,  according  to  court 
documents. 

The  dealership  allegedly  employed  a  violent  felon 
who  threatened  to  kill  Taylor  and  his  family,  according 
to  a  recent  court  filing.  The  dealership  said  it  fired  the 
employee  but  Taylor  alleges  the  felon  was  paid  by  the 
dealership  to  stay  in  a  hotel  less  than  100  yards  from  his 
home  to  threaten  him. 

According  to  court  documents,  Taylor  is  seeking 
$500,000  in  damages. 

Always  Be  Closing 

In  2018,  Michael  Whitney  received  a  mailing  that  said 
he  could  win  up  to  $25,000  in  cash,  a  60-inch  TV, 

$3,500  in  cash  or  a  $5  bill.  He  pulled  a  tab  from 
the  mail  and  scratched  a  piece  off.  The  numbers 
matched  up,  signifying  he  won.  To  find  out  what  he 
won,  he  had  to  call  a  hotline  number,  which  he  did. 

“A  woman  came  on  the  line,  and  I  indicated 
that  it  looked  like  I  had  won  a  prize  from  Brad’s 
Chevrolet,”  Whitney  recalls  in  a  letter  to  the  Oregon 
DOJ.  “She  then  asked  me  for  my  name,  which  I 
gave  her.  She  then  asked  what  sort  of  car  I  drove.” 

The  woman  then  made  an  appointment  for 
Whitney  to  collect  his  prize  at  11  am.  While  at  the 
dealership,  Whitney  says  he  overheard  another 
prizewinner  tell  a  salesman  that  he  won  $3,500. 

The  salesman  replied  “that  it  was  just  away  to  get 
you  into  the  business  where  you  could  see  how 
nice  we  are  and  build  up  a  relationship,”  according 
to  the  letter  that  EW  obtained  through  a  public 
records  request  to  the  DOJ. 

Whitney  ended  up  driving  30  miles  each  way 
from  his  home  to  the  dealership  to  spin  a  prize 
wheel  that  landed  on  a  $1  prize. 

Sending  the  mailers  is  away  of  attracting  new 
customers  who  aren’t  actively  looking  for  a  new 
car  to  the  dealership,  according  to  former  Brad’s 
employee  Andrew  Burns’  interview  with  the  DOJ 
in  October  2019. 

DOJ  interview  transcripts  of  sworn  statements 
by  Brad's  employees  from  its  active  investigation 
into  the  dealership  show  that  what  Whitney  actually 
won  was  the  chance  to  spin  a  prize  wheel  during  a 
promotional  period  spearheaded  by  a  third  party 
contractor.  Employee  interviews  with  DOJ  paint 
a  picture  of  the  dealership’s  employee  base  that 
had  problematic  experiences  with  a  company  that  used 
“deceptive”  promotional  methods  to  get  customers  in 
the  door.  And  one  employee  who  participated  in  the 
interviews  alleges  that  he  experienced  employer  retaliation 
for  talking  too  much  with  the  DOJ. 

Burns  filed  a  BOLI  complaint  in  February  2020;  in  it  he 
says  the  dealership  retaliated  against  him  for  reporting 
it  was  defrauding  customers.  The  first  time  Burns  told 
the  dealership’s  management  about  the  practice  was  in 
January  2018,  according  to  the  complaint. 

Burns  said  the  dealership  continued  to  hire  a  third  party 
to  do  the  sales  events  that  involved  mailing  fraudulent 
flyers,  like  the  one  that  hooked  Whitney  into  Brad’s. 

According  to  a  mailer  submitted  to  the  DOJ,  it  was 
mailed  to  residents  who  lived  within  a  69-mile  radius  of 
the  dealership.  The  mailer  that  Whitney  received  showed 
the  odds  of  winning  a  $5  bill  was  99.5  percent  likely,  but 
a  $1  bill  was  not  included  on  the  mailer. 

When  Burns  told  management  about  his  uneasiness 
about  the  use  of  the  flyers,  management  told  him  that 
he  could  quit  if  he  didn’t  like  it,  according  to  his  BOLI 
complaint. 

On  Oct.  24, 2019,  Burns  spoke  with  the  DOJ  about  the 


dealership’s  use  of  prize  promotion  flyers  and  changing  car 
prices  on  the  internet.  In  his  interview,  he  says  the  Oregon 
Office  of  the  Attorney  General  became  aware  of  the  mail 
flyer  sale  during  June  2018.  And  the  dealership  continued 
to  mail  the  flyer  despite  being  under  investigation. 

The  prize  promotion  events  that  he  experienced  at 
the  dealership  were  “a  bunch  of  circus  antics,”  Burns 
told  the  DOJ. 

He  added  that  the  dealership  hired  a  subcontractor, 
Automotive  Expert,  that  was  well  versed  in  working  with 
the  system.  The  company,  he  said,  provides  salespeople 
who  “come  to  the  dealership  that  understand  how  to 
handle  the  customer  that  comes  into  the  dealership 
believing  they  won  a  prize  and  then  turn  that  into  a 
vehicle  transaction.” 

Burns  said  he  never  participated  in  the  tactic  and  told 
the  DOJ  it  was  deceptive. 

“They  tell  the  customer  that  this  is  the  greatest  deal 
ever,  and  we’re  going  to  pay  you  a  lot,  and  you’re  going 
to  be  so  happy,  and  it’s  just  fanfare,”  he  testified. 

And  what  attracts  customers  to  the  car  lot  in  the  first 
place  is  that  promise  of  spinning  a  prize  wheel.  Customers 
think  they  won  a  big  prize  but  it’s  really  just  a  chance  to 
spin  the  wheel,  he  said.  The  dealership  was  known  to  take 


the  higher  prize  off  the  wheel,  too,  he  said,  whenever  the 
dealership  was  running  out  of  cash. 

Burns  told  the  DOJ  that  the  job  of  the  contractors 
is  to  “turn  that  customer  from  an  unhappy,  pissed  off 
customer  that  thought  they  won  into  somehow  selling 
them  a  vehicle.” 

But  customers  who  came  in  to  claim  their  prize  didn’t 
like  the  sales  tactics,  he  added. 

“Multiple  salespeople  from  the  crew  would  just  keep 
pushing,  and  if  one  guy  didn’t  do  it,  then  they  would  bring 
two  guys  in,”  he  said.  “Then  they  would  bring  three  in, 
and  pretty  soon  they  would  be  surrounded  with  strangers 
standing  over  them.” 

What  Burns  was  reporting  to  the  DOJ  is  similar  to 
what  the  Indiana  Attorney  General’s  Office  cracked  down 
on  in  2019.  That  office  went  after  six  companies  that 
conducted  similar  promotion  campaigns  that  deceived 
potential  customers  to  come  to  the  dealership. 

Although  one  company  is  still  awaiting  its  case,  five 
others  were  hit  with  fines  from  $57,500  to  $2.6  million. 

Betsy  DeNardi,  director  and  chief  counsel  of  the 
Consumer  Protection  Division  in  Indiana,  tells  EW 
that  those  cases  were  brought  under  two  statutes:  the 


Indiana  Deceptive  Consumer  Sales  Act  and  the  Indiana 
Promotional  Gifts  and  Contests  Act. 

Under  that  state’s  law,  promoters  that  send  out  mailers 
have  to  include  the  promoter’s  name  and  address,  as  well 
as  odds  of  winning  the  prizes,  DeNardi  says. 

In  one  case,  against  Traffic  Jam  Events  LLC  (which 
is  now  in  hot  water  with  the  FTC  over  sending  out  fake 
stimulus  checks  in  Indiana),  the  promoter  sent  out  mailers 
to  residents,  all  of  which  said  the  recipient  won  $5,000, 
according  to  court  documents.  But  when  they  went  to 
the  dealership  after  hearing  a  sales  pitch,  they  went 
home  with  $5  gift  cards  to  either  Walmart  or  McDonald’s. 

Traffic  Jam  Events,  LLC,  had  to  pay  $57,000  in 
penalties. 

Under  the  Indiana  statute,  DeNardi  says  if  someone 
has  to  hear  a  sales  pitch  for  a  good  or  service  to  pick  up 
a  gift,  that  has  to  be  listed  on  the  mailer. 

After  Indiana’s  Office  of  the  Attorney  General  pursued 
action  against  those  companies  that  managed  promotional 
programs  for  car  dealerships,  DeNardi  says  there  have 
been  fewer  complaints  coming  into  the  office.  She  adds 
that  although  she  would  like  to  think  the  state’s  cases 
have  caused  change,  she  can’t  say  whether  that  change 
has  happened. 

Oregon’s  Unlawful  Trade  and  Practices  Act 
prohibits  the  use  of  deceptive  advertising.  Under 
the  act,  a  business  is  barred  from  making  false  or 
misleading  statements  about  prizes,  contests  or 
promotions  used  to  publicize  a  product,  business 
or  service. 

Talking  about  the  prize  promotion  program 
wasn’t  the  only  issue  that  drew  the  ire  of  Brad’s 
management  to  Burns. 

Burns  also  told  the  DOJ  how  many  times  a 
previous  general  manager  had  demanded  that 
subordinates  change  internet  prices  to  deceive 
customers,  according  to  his  BOLI  report. 

Burns  told  the  DOJ  that  dealership  management 
told  him  to  change  car  prices  on  the  internet  about 
50  times,  but  he  refused  to  do  it.  Burns  said  that 
if  a  customer  had  not  seen  a  car’s  price  online, 
the  manager  would  tell  another  subordinate  to 
change  the  price  to  a  couple  thousand  dollars 
more  than  the  advertised  price  was  on  the  car  lot. 

In  his  interview  with  the  DOJ,  Burns  pointed 
to  a  specific  car  sale  in  June  2019.  The  customer 
came  in  to  look  for  a  new  Chevy  Traverse,  and 
the  manager  of  the  dealership  suggested  a  used 
current  year  model.  The  online  price  for  the  car 
was  much  less  than  what  it  sold  for,  $3,000  to 
$4,000  less.  So  the  manager  asked  an  employee  to 
change  the  price  before  the  customer  completed 
the  transaction. 

Burns  added  that  although  he  couldn’t  specify 
the  number  of  times  the  dealership  changed  the 
online  price  of  a  car  after  the  customer  paid  more 
than  the  advertised  price,  it  happened  between 
eight  and  10  times  in  June  2019. 

Burns’  BOLI  complaint  also  alleges  he  experienced 
threats  from  a  coworker  and  suspension  for  telling 
the  DOJ  how  many  times  the  dealership  changed  its 
internet  prices. 

“At  the  end  of  October,  respondent’s  owner,  Bradley 
Cohen,  told  me  'You  need  to  shut  your  mouth,”’  Burns 
alleges  in  his  BOLI  complaint,  a  statement  that  was 
caught  on  video  camera. 

On  Jan.  21  this  year,  Burns  said  in  his  BOLI  complaint 
that  Cohen  called  him  on  his  work  phone  and  called  him 
a  “pussy”  and  a  “prick”  who  deserved  to  have  his  ass 
kicked.  Cohen  then  added  that  Burns  would  be  suspended. 

Unlike  Taylor,  Burns’  BOLI  case  didn’t  end  up  in  a 
lawsuit.  His  lawyer  says  Burns  died  earlier  this  year.  And 
management  involved  with  the  alleged  internet  price 
changes  and  promotional  flyers  no  longer  work  at  the 
dealership,  according  to  the  2019  DOJ  interviews. 

Despite  what  Taylor  experienced  at  Brad’s,  he  says  he 
hopes  the  dealership  cleans  its  act  up  —  because  many 
employees  depend  on  the  paycheck  to  feed  their  families.

THE  51  ST  ANNUAL  OREGON  COUNTRY  FAIR  WILL 
TAKE  PLACE  IN  A  VIRTUAL  WORLD

Since  1969,  the  Oregon  Country  Fair  has  historically  taken  place  in  Veneta, 
just  30  minutes  outside  of  Eugene.  It’s  an  Oregon  staple,  with  people 
coming  from  all  over  for  the  three-day  summer  event. 

This  year,  things  are  going  to  look  different.  Due  to  COVID-19,  the  OCF 
staff  had  to  make  the  tough  decision  of  cancelling  the  Fair  for  the  first  time 
since  its  inception  51  years  ago.  However,  that  isn’t  stopping  the  community 
from  coming  together  to  make  it  happen — virtually.  And  no,  it’s  not  on  Zoom. 
Instead  of  hosting  the  festival  at  the  Fairgrounds,  it’ll  be  all  online,  a  3D  version  of 
the  annual  Fair  —  OCF  without  all  the  dust,  and  with  free  entry  for  everyone. 

Typically,  Fair  attracts  more  than  45,000  people  each  year,  with  tickets  about  $30 
per  person  per  day,  and  brings  in  a  lot  of  revenue  for  local  crafters,  vendors  and  artists. 
However,  with  a  limited  budget  from  lost  ticket  sales,  the  staff  had  to  get  creative. 

One  way  to  “attend”  Fair  this  year  is  the  “m8trix,”  a  3D  interactive  platform  created 
primarily  by  game  developer  Chris  Calef  and  several  other  volunteers. 

Calef  took  on  the  task  of  creating  an  online  version  with  only  weeks  to  go.  He  spends 
a  lot  of  time  working  with  virtual  worlds  at  his  day -job,  using  terrain  data  from  the  real 
world  to  craft  digital  models.  He  decided  to  make  a  3D  model  of  the  Fairgrounds,  an 
interactive  platform  where  people  could  actually  “walk”  around.  Calef  started  designing 
the  landscape  on  his  own,  but  a  few  other  volunteers  jumped  on  board  quickly.  Soon 
after,  dozens  of  people  came  in  to  add  things  to  the  virtual  space. 

Fogging  on,  you’ll  notice  a  familiar  setting.  You  can  see  the  grass,  the  trees,  the  iconic 
river,  the  wooden  booths  and  even  the  giant  peach  tree  at  the  center.  But  things  feel 
different.  It’s  a  Minecraft-esque  version  of  the  beloved  Fair,  and  instead  of  running  around 
in  the  hot  sun,  you’ll  be  using  the  left,  right,  up  and  down  arrows  on  your  computer. 

Fairgoers  will  be  able  to  visit  OCFInTheClouds.Net  July  10-12  to  explore,  and  perhaps 
even  get  lost,  in  the  terrain.  Calef  says  anyone  can  access  the  site  from  a  phone  or 
computer,  but  it’ll  likely  work  only  with  newer  devices  and  browsers.  “We  tried  to  make 
it  as  accessible  as  possible,”  he  says. 

To  log  on,  users  must  create  a  free  account  on  Discord,  an  online  app  used  for 
chatting  with  voice  and  by  text.  Then,  they  will  join  the  Fair  in  the  Clouds’  Discord 
server  and  click  on  the  OCF  Peach  Portal  before  roaming  around  freely  in  the  virtual 
world.  Because  it’s  run  through  Discord,  participants  will  actually  get  to  speak  to  each 
other  in  real  time  in  a  virtual  chat  room.  “What  I  really  wanted  to  reproduce  was  the 
Fair  magic  of  bumping  into  people  accidentally  on  the  trail,”  Calef  says.  “And  that’s 
impossible  in  any  kind  of  format  other  than  this.” 

“Hopefully  it’ll  result  in  people  feeling  like  they  saw  people  they  wouldn’t  have  seen 
except  at  the  Fair,”  Calef  adds.  “That’s  a  big  deal  for  me  because  for  a  lot  of  my  friends, 
it’s  the  only  time  I  see  them.”  Calef  has  been  coming  to  OCF  and  volunteering  for  the 
past  nine  years.  Since  then  it’s  become  an  integral  part  of  his  life. 

“We  realize  for  crafters  and  entertainers,  the  pandemic  hit  them  really  hard,”  says 
operations  manager  Crystalyn  Frank.  There  will  be  multiple  ways  to  support  these 
creators  from  July  10-12  and  beyond,  like  links  on  the  OCF  website  to  the  crafters’  Etsy 
accounts  and  websites,  where  participants  can  buy  from  them  directly. 

“All  of  this  is  being  done  with  very  minimal  cost,”  Frank  says.  “And  then  a  whole  lot 
of  work  and  love  from  our  incredible  volunteers  who  are  teaming  together  to  create  a 
way  for  the  community  to  connect  with  each  other.” 

Though  the  Oregon  Country  Fair  won’t  feel  the  same  as  it  has  in  the  past,  the  staff  and 
volunteers  have  come  together  to  bring  a  hint  of  what  it’s  always  been  about:  community. 
“It’s  an  attempt  to  salvage  something  out  of  Fair  other  than  bodies,  sweat,  smells,  food, 
all  the  things  that  usually  make  up  the  fair,”  Calef  says.  “It’ll  never  be  anything  like  the 
real  Fair,  but  if  we  can  salvage  little  bits  of  it,  at  least  people  can  have  some  fun  and  make 
some  money  for  the  crafters.”

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Empowerment,  education  and  support  for  girls  has 
been  Ophelia’s  Place’s  calling  card  for  the  past  15  years, 
and  this  year,  with  everything  now  virtual,  the  mission 
statement  has  taken  on  a  greater  significance.  “We’ve 
all  been  teenagers,”  Teri  Conklin,  marketing  director  at 
Ophelia’s  Place,  says.  “It’s  not  easy,  especially  now.  We 
provide  a  safe  place  for  all  girls.”  To  help  girls  continue 
to  connect  online  for  drop-in  gatherings,  workshops 
and  therapy  appointments,  the  nonprofit  is  hosting 
Ophelia’s  Place  Virtual  BINGO  Night.  Like  other 
organizations,  Ophelia’s  Place  was  caught  off-guard  at 
the  outset  of  the  COVID-19  pandemic.  Soon,  though, 
Ophelia’s  Place  had  re-evaluated  its  programs  and  was 
up  and  running  online  to  sustain  its  efforts,  as  Conklin 
says,  to  have  girls  see  “the  best  version  of  themselves.” 
Ophelia’s  Place  was  founded  in  Eugene  and  has  a  branch 
in  Junction  City.  Conklin  notes  that  the  nonprofit  hopes 
to  open  a  third  branch  in  Albany  in  2021. 

Ophelia’s  Place  Virtual  BINGO  Night,  a  fundraiser, 
is  6:30  pm  Thursday,  July  16.  More  information  can  be 
found  at  OpheliasPlace.net.  $5  per  card  ($20  minimum) 
with  a  $250  grand  prize.  Cards  are  purchased  in  groups 
of  four  games  or  eight  games.

EUGENE  MUSICIAN’S  NEW  RELEASE 
EXPERIENCE 


By  Will  Kennedy 

Eugene  musician  Jessica  Haeckel  grew  up 
in  the  ’90s  along  the  coast  of  California, 
traveling  on  occasion  back  East  to  visit 
her  grandparents.  Haeckel  says  she  was 
deemed  an  autistic  savant  at  an  early  age, 
and  she  completed  college-level  coursework 
by  the  third  grade,  earning  awards  and 
scholarships  by  her  freshman  year  of  high  school. 

At  her  grandparent’s  house,  she  discovered  music. 
“There  was  an  old  player  piano,”  she  tells  me  by  email. 
“I  spent  many  hours  tinkering  at  it  when  I  would  visit 
over  summer.”  Back  home  at  her  mother’s  and  without 
a  piano  of  her  own,  Haeckel  took  advantage  of  what  she 
calls  an  “immaculate  autistic  memory.” 

“I  could  sit  at  the  kitchen  table  and  see  the  keys  laid 
out  before  me  and  I  could  play,”  she  goes  on.  Her  mother 
noticed  and  soon  found  her  daughter  a  real  piano.  Before 
long,  Haeckel  was  also  playing  guitar. 

On  July  15,  Haeckel  will  release  Empty  Boat,  the 
musician’s  third  studio  album  and  the  first  under  her 
own  name.  She  released  her  first  two  records  as  Gemini 


IS  A  HANDMADE  MULTI-MEDIA 

Rising.  With  songs  like  “Ball  and  Chain,”  the  album  is 
dark  and  brooding,  centered  on  piano  over  abrasive 
and  industrial  sounds  of  percussion,  recalling  Nine  Inch 
Nails  as  well  as  Tori  Amos  and  Evanescence,  though 
generally  not  so  mainstream  as  that,  with  the  sound 
of  more-contemporary  artists  like  Marissa  Nadler  and 
Chelsea  Wolfe  also  in  the  mix. 

Throughout,  Haeckel’s  alto  sounds  big  enough  to 
swallow  oceans:  the  kind  of  voice  that  makes  you  gulp 
your  coffee  and  spill  the  creamer.  Using  a  vocal  technique 
called  ToneMapping,  which  Haeckel  developed  on  her  own, 
Empty  Boat  pushed  Haeckel’s  vocal  range  into  previously 
unexplored  territories  and  emotional  landscapes  like 
sadness,  anger,  betrayal,  defeat  and  ultimately  resignation, 
she  says. 

Haeckel  also  developed  an  innovative  approach  to 
playing  her  instruments  while  writing  and  recording 
the  record,  playing  the  drums  with  her  left  foot  and 
right  hand  while  simultaneously  using  her  left  hand  for 
guitar  and  piano.  In  this  manner,  Haeckel  played  all  the 
instruments  on  the  album,  with  bass  lines  supplied  by 
Francis  Atrus  of  the  Denver-based  metal  band  Tethys. 

Although  Haeckel’s  first  two  albums  were  more  guitar¬ 
centric,  this  return  to  piano  is  like  coming  home  to  a  time 


and  place,  she  says,  long  before  her  first  songs  were  ever 
recorded  and  when  songwriting  was  like  a  refuge. 

“It  was  the  beat  that  kept  my  feet  moving  onward, 
alone,  into  uncharted  territory.  It  was  an  unbreachable 
vault  where  I  could  record  my  innermost  experiences,  for 
my  own  processing  and  healing  and  the  documentation 
of  myjourney,”  she  says.  “The  ‘me’  who  releases  the  final 
album  is  always  a  vastly  different  person  from  the  ‘me’ 
who  penned  its  first  verses,  and  I  think  that's  the  point.” 

The  standard  edition  of  Empty  Boat,  available  for 
preorder  from  Haeckel’s  website,  will  be  an  artistic 
experience  in  its  own  right,  extending  well  beyond  just 
the  music.  Included  will  be  a  small  wooden  book  with  an 
engraved  cork  cover,  as  well  as  a  glass  bottle  sealed  with 
a  cork.  Inside  the  bottle,  lyrics  and  album  notes  will  be 
handwritten  on  strips  of  Manila  paper,  and  set  into  the 
cork  is  the  USB  drive  containing  all  of  the  accompanying 
digital  media. 

Believe  it  or  not,  there’s  also  a  deluxe  edition,  including 
additional  material  like  a  large  wooden  book,  a  30-note 
hand-crank  music  box  and  glass  bottles  with  corks, 
each  containing  up  to  two  songs  punched  into  a  strip  of 
cardboard  that  can  be  played  using  the  music  box,  like 
the  player  piano  from  her  childhood. 

An  artistic  and  creative  polymath,  all  the  elements 
included  were  manufactured  and  assembled  with  help 
locally  in  Haeckel’s  workshop,  Tribe  of  Crow  Studios. 

Available  July  15  in  limited  quantities,  both  the  standard  and  deluxe 
editions  of  Empty  Boat  can  be  preordered  now  at  JessicaHaeckel. 
com.  The  album  will  also  be  available  that  same  day  from  all  major 
music  streaming  services.  In  fall 2020,  Haeckel  will  begin  teaching  her 
ToneMapping  vocal  technique  online  at  ToneMapping.org.

JAN  ELIOT’S  POPULAR  CARTOON  STRIP  STONE  SOUP  COMES  TO  AN  END  AFTER  A  QUARTER-CENTURY  RUN

gently  humorous  era  comes  to  an  end 
later  this  month  when  Eugene  cartoonist 
Jan  Eliot  retires  her  popular  family 
cartoon  strip  Stone  Soup  after  25  years 
of  national  syndication. 

Eliot,  who  had  previously  drawn 
cartoons  for  the  now-defunct  Willamette 
Valley  Observer  as  well  as  Eugene  Weekly  when  it  was 
published  as  What's  Happening,  started  drawing  the 
strip  —  then  titled  Sister  City  —  as  a  weekly  item  in  The 
Register- Guards  Sunday  Oregon  Life  section  in  1990. 

In  1994  she  got  a  development  contract  with  Universal 
Press  Syndicate,  and  Stone  Soup  began  publication  in 
1995.  The  strip  is  loosely  based  on  Eliot’s  life  as  a  single 
mother  with  two  daughters. 

The  final  Stone  Soup  is  to  appear  in  newspapers  around 
the  country  on  July  26. 

EW talked  with  Eliot  by  telephone  about  cartooning. 

How  many  readers  did  you  have  with  Stone  Soup ? 

It  was  in  300  newspapers  at  its  height.  I  don't  know 
how  many  readers  that  is.  I  mean,  millions  of  readers, 
right?  Stone  Soup  was  fortunate  to  get  into  some  very 
large  papers.  From  the  very  beginning  I  had  New  York 
Newsday,  Boston  Globe,  Atlanta  Journal-Constitution, 
Minneapolis  Star  Tribune,  the  Montreal  Gazette,  the 
Newark  Star-Ledger.  So  that  really  helped  me  kind  of 
get  off  my  feet. 

How  many  of  those 300 papers  do  you  think  still  exist? 

Well,  most  of  the  big  ones,  right?  Does  The  Register- 
Guard  exist  or  not? 

I'm  not  going  to  answer  that  question.  Looking  back 
on  Stone  Soup  after  25  years,  what  have  you  learned 
in  the  process  of  creating  it? 

Well,  I  have  learned  that  there's  no  magic.  You  know, 
everybody  always  asks,  “Where  do  you  get  your  ideas?” 
And  there's  really  no  magic  to  creativity  other  than  sitting 
down  and  working  every  day.  Right?  I  mean,  some  people  are 
funnier  than  others.  Some  people  have  bigger  imaginations 


than  others,  but  the  truth  is,  keeping  up,  not  a  regimented 
schedule,  but  a  fairly  regular  schedule,  and  working  every 
day  is  really  the  secret  to  producing. 

Did  you  ever  get  in  trouble  with  readers? 

Oh  yes,  a  few  times.  One  time  I  did  ajoke  about  gluten- 
free  bread.  Honestly,  gluten-free  bread!  And  I  wasn't 
making  fun  of  gluten-free  bread.  It  was  kind  of  a  Eugene 
thing  where  Val  and  her  mother  were  sitting  in  a  restaurant 
trying  to  figure  out  what  to  order.  And,  you  know,  you  can't 
have  the  chicken  unless  it's  free  range  and  you  can't  have 
the  beef  unless  it's  hormone  free  and  you  know,  all  the 
restrictions.  And  they  finally  settled  on  gluten-free  toast. 

I  got  mail  for  days  from  people  who  were  so  offended. 
And  I  think  not  even  on  their  own  behalf,  they  were  offended 
on  behalf  of  other  people  they  didn't  even  know  who  had 
celiac  disease.  Anyway,  finally  I  got  a  letter  from  the  Celiac 
Disease  Association  asking  if  they  could  reprint 
it,  because  they  loved  it. 

And  then,  once  I  brushed  really  close  with 
saying,  “There  is  no  Santa  Claus.”  And  I 
got  email  from  all  these  readers. 

It's  like,  “Oh  my  God.  Don't  do 
that!  Don't  you  know,  there’s 
kids  out  there  who  still  believe 
in  Santa  Claus?” 

The  negative  is  I  did  receive 
some  very  racist  garbage  from 
people  when  Val  and  Phil  [a  Black 
police  officer]  started  dating.  I  even 
had  to  call  my  syndicate  at  7:30  in 
the  morning  once  to  say,  “Look  on 
the  website  quickly  and  remove 
that  comment.”  Someone  had 
written,  “She  should  be  worried 
about  this  man.  They  just 
want  to  eff-blank-blank- 
kay  their  way  to  white.” 

Like,  really? 


That  kind  of  shocked  me,  but  I  mean,  it  shouldn't  shock 
me  considering  what  we're  going  through. 

What’s  the  best  response  you  got? 

I  did  a  series  where  [Val’s  daughter]  Holly  had  her  first 
period,  while  the  family's  camping,  and  I  had  to  come  up 
with  all  these  euphemisms  for  that.  You  know,  “We  have 
a  situation,”  and  then,  “We  need  situational  supplies.”  It 
was  a  very  sweet  series,  and  I  got  this  two-line  email  from 
a  girl:  “Hi.  My  name  is  Ashley.  I'm  13. 1  got  mine,  too,  and 
I  was  embarrassed  just  like  her.” 

What  are  your  plans? 

I  just  want  to  fart  around.  I've  been  working  pretty 
much  since  I  was  12  years  old  and  I'm  really  loving  not 
having  any  specific  deadline.  I  was  planning  on  doing  a 
lot  more  travel  but  unfortunately  it's  kind  of  been  back- 
burnered  by  COVID.  When  I  get  to  do  that  again,  I  do 
have  lovely  friends  and  family  in  many  parts 
of  the  world.  And  that's  one  of  the  things 
I  really  want  to  do  is  just,  you  know,  go 
visit  my  good  friends  in  Scotland  and 
my  daughter  in  Germany  and  all  my 
friends  in  Africa,  but  at  the  moment, 
I’m  not  going  anywhere. 

One  last  question  and  I’ll  let  you 
get  back  to  your  farting  around.  And 
that  is,  in  this  really  bleak  time,  what 
gives  you  hope? 

The  [BLM]  protests  give  me  hope.  I'm 
very  impressed  that  they're  still  going 
on.  I  hope  they  don't  stop.  I  appreciate 
the  fortitude  of  the  protesters.  We 
need  dramatic  change,  and  it  gives 
me  hope  that  people  are  out 
there  demanding  it.  ■

I’m  a  lesbian  in  a  long-term  relationship.  After  much  conversation  with  my  partner 
we’ve  decided  to  explore  cuckolding  role-play  together.  I’m  not  comfortable  bringing 
another  person  into  the  relationship  —  especially  right  now  —  but  /  am  willing  to  ex¬ 
plore  this  as  a  fantasy.  The  thing  is,  I’m  having  a  hard  time  figuring  out  how  to  do  it. 
There’s  not  a  lot  of  info  out  there  on  how  to  engage  in  cuck  role-play,  especially  between 
two  women.  Could  you  point  me  in  the  right  direction  here  so  we  can  have  some  fun  while 
remaining  monogamous?  —  Couldn’t  Undergo  Cuckolding  Kink’s  Glories  In  Real  Life 

“You  can  definitely  introduce  cuckolding  themes  and  even  a  cuck  identity  into  your  relation¬ 
ship  while  remaining  monogamous,”  said  Thomas,  a  married  gay  man  and  former  cuck  blogger 
whose  husband  has  cucked  him  many  times  IRL.  “In  fact,  many  cuckold  relationships  are  mo¬ 
nogamous  and  cucking  remains  in  the  fantasy  realm.” 

Thomas  even  sees  his  relationship  as  monogamous  —  at  least  on  his  side.  “The  definition 
of  monogamy  varies  greatly  for  each  couple,”  said  Thomas,  “and  I  do  consider  myself  monog¬ 
amous  because  I’m  the  cuck  and  so  I  don’t  technically  have  sex  with  other  guys.  My  husband 
does.  I  just  get  to  watch  sometimes.” 

Let  me  quickly  define  terms  for  readers  who  somehow  missed  the  three  hundred  other  col¬ 
umns  I’ve  written  about  cuckolding  over  the  years:  A  cuckold  relationship  is  a  one-sided  open 
relationship  where  one  partner  is  free  to  have  sex  with  other  people  while  the  other  partner 
remains  faithful.  What  distinguishes  a  cuckold  relationship  from  your  standard  open  relation¬ 
ship  is  where  one  person  doesn’t  care  to  sleep  around  is  the  element  of  humiliation.  In  most 
cuckold  relationships,  GUCKGIRL,  the  cuck  —  the  person  who  remains  faithful  —  enjoys  being 
teased  or  mocked  by  their  “unfaithful”  partner;  sometimes  the  “unfaithful”  partner’s  lover  or 
lovers,  usually  referred  to  as  “bulls,”  participates  in  the  erotic  humiliation  of  the  cuck  partner. 

Thomas  created  a  popular  Tumblr  blog  about  gay  male  cuckold  relationships  back  when 
there  was  very  little  information  about  gay  cuckolds  online,  CUCKGIRL,  much  less  gay  cuckold 
porn  or  other  resources.  In  fact,  there  was  once  so  little  info  online  or  anywhere  else  about  gay 
cuckolds  that  many  people  —  myself  included  —  weren’t  convinced  that  gay  cuckolding  was 
actually  a  thing. 

Cuckolding  wasn’t  a  thing  in  Thomas’s  marriage  at  the  start.  “Total  monogamy  had  always 
been  the  plan,”  said  Thomas.  “But  I  got  interested  after  seeing  some  straight  cuckold  porn.  I 
immediately  identified  with  the  cuck  but  I  was  too  embarrassed  to  bring  it  up  with  my  husband 
because  it  went  against  our  vision  of  our  marriage  but  also  because  I  only  ever  saw  cuckolding 
represented  in  straight  porn.”  Raising  awareness  of  gay  cuckolds  —  and  representinggay  cuck¬ 
old  relationships  —  motivated  Thomas  to  start  his  blog.  So  if  you’re  not  finding  anything  out 
there  about  lesbian  cuckolding,  CUCKGIRL,  perhaps  you  could  borrow  a  page  from  Thomas’s 
playbook  and  create  the  content  and  resources  you  would  like  to  see. 

Sadly,  Thomas’s  gay  cuckolding  blog  is  no  more.  His  was  just  one  of  the  many  sex  blogs  — 
deeply  personal  passion  projects,  one  and  all  —  that  were  lost  forever  after  the  geniuses  who 
ran  Tumblr  decided  to  purge  adult  content  from  their  platform.  In  a  matter  of  days  Tumblr 
saw  its  traffic  fall  by  one-third  and  its  value  crater.  Yahoo  paid  $1.1  billion  to  acquire  Tumblr 
back  2013  but  six  years  and  one  porn  purge  later  the  site  sold  for  just  $20  million  —  less  than 
2  percent  of  what  Tumblr  was  worth  when  it  still  hosted  Thomas’s  gay  cuckolding  blog.  (The 
moral  of  this  story:  Don’t  fuck  with  gay  cuckolds.) 

Thomas  thinks  it’s  entirely  possible  for  you  and  your  partner  to  enjoy  lesbian  cuckold¬ 
ing  fantasies  while  keeping  your  relationship  monogamous  on  both  sides.  Indeed,  that’s  what 
Thomas  and  his  husband  did  for  many  years.  “My  husband  and  I  started  playing  around  with 
cuckold  fantasies  several  years  into  our  marriage  and  it  remained  a  hot  role-play  fantasy  for 
a  longtime,”  said  Thomas.  “It  was  fun,  it  was  sexy,  and  it  improved  our  ability  to  communicate 
with  each  other  about  sex  in  general.”  They  kept  their  fantasy  play  simple  at  first  —  for  exam¬ 
ple,  his  husband  would  talk  about  a  guy  he  found  hot  while  Thomas  blew  him  or  Thomas  would 
tease  his  husband  about  a  sexy  new  coworker  of  his  that  he  knew  his  husband  had  a  crush  on. 
They  would  use  insertion  toys  and  pretend  they  were  other  guys’  dicks  and  only  gradually  did 
they  introduce  some  humiliating  dirty  talk  into  their  cuckold  role-play  talk,  and  then  only  as 
Thomas’s  husband  become  more  comfortable  with  the  idea  of  humiliating  him.  “Making  use  of 
cam  sites  is  also  a  great  way  to  explore  if  you’re  comfortable  with  that  level  of  monogamish,” 
said  Thomas.  “If  you’re  a  cuck  like  me,  watching  your  partner  perform  for  someone  else  is  in¬ 
credibly  erotic.” 

A  more  monogamous  way  to  explore  cuckolding  without  opening  the  relationship  —  not 
even  a  crack  —  is  simply  to  ask  your  partner  to  tell  you  about  her  past  sexual  encounters. 
Listening  to  your  partner  talk  about  hot  experiences  she  had  with  other  women  while  you  mas¬ 
turbate  or  while  you  two  fuck  is  a  great  way  to  explore  cuckolding  without  actually  opening  up 
your  relationship.  You’ll  be  bringing  people  up,  CUCKGIRL,  not  bringing  them  in. 

“But  just  as  a  gay  cuckold  couple’s  fantasies  aren’t  identical  to  a  straight  couple’s  cuckold 
fantasies,  a  lesbian  couple’s  fantasies  aren’t  going  to  be  the  same,  either,”  said  Thomas.  “CUCK¬ 
GIRL  and  her  partner  just  have  to  find  their  own  way.  But  the  most  important  thing  is  to  keep 
communicating.  Always  communicate!  If  a  particular  form  of  role-play  isn’t  working,  tell  your 
partner.  And  give  each  other  veto  powers  and  go  easy  on  yourself.  Cuckolding  is  a  fantasy  that 
plays  with  your  fears  around  monogamy  and  infidelity  —  it  can  be  very  hot  but  it  can  be  scary 
too.  So  take  it  slow.” 

Like  a  lot  of  sex  bloggers  who  were  kicked  off  Tumblr,  Thomas  migrated  over  to  Twitter, 
where  he  currently  has  more  than  13,000  followers.  His  handle  on  Twitter  is  @gaycuckoldhubby. 

I’m  a  straight  lady  in  my  mid-30s  and  I  just  found  out  my  husband  of  six  years  and  part¬ 
ner  for  ten  has  been  cheating  on  me  for  the  last  five  years.  As  far  as  I  knew,  we  had  a 
perfect  marriage  —  probably  the  best  relationship,  sexual  or  otherwise,  I’d  ever  been  in. 
If  this  was  a  one-off  affair,  I  think  /  could  work  past  this  —  counseling,  open  marriage... 
some  sort  of  solution.  But  the  fact  that  he’s  lied  to  me  for  the  five  years  and  that  the  sex 
was  unsafe  (I  saw  video)  disturbs  me.  My  heart  doesn’t  want  this  to  end  —  he’s  been  my 
best  friend,  lover,  and  support  system  for  ten  years  —  but  my  brain  is  telling  me  that 
even  if  we  renegotiated  the  terms  of  our  marriage,  he’d  deceive  me  again.  I’m  working 
with  a  therapist,  but  what’s  your  take?  Once  a  cheater,  always  a  cheater?  /  don’t  expect 
an  all-knowing  answer.  But  a  little  perspective  would  be  helpful.  —  Duped  Wife 

For  most  of  your  marriage  —  for  most  of  a  marriage  you  describe  as  perfect  —  your 
husband  was  cheating  on  you.  My  perspective/two  cents:  Instead  of  regarding  everything 
that  worked  about  your  marriage  as  a  lie,  instead  of  seeing  every  loving  moment  as  just  some 
part  of  your  husband’s  long  and  very  selfish  con,  you  might  want  to  see  what  was  good  about 
your  marriage  and  what  was  bad  about  your  husband  as  two  things  that  existed  side-by-side. 
So  instead  of  telling  yourself,  “This  was  a  lousy  marriage,  it  was  all  a  lie,  I  just  didn’t  know  it,” 
tell  yourself,  “It  was  a  good  marriage  despite  his  cheating,  it  wasn’t  all  a  lie,  but  it  was  a  lot 
less  perfect  than  I  thought.”
